ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

¢ In 2021, the number of Catholics 
in the Archdiocese of St. Louis 
dipped below 500,000 for first time 
since the 1960s.

¢ We have more baptisms than 
funerals and we have nearly 1,000 
enter the church each year. Our 
numbers should be growing by 
2,000 per year.

WEEKLY SUNDAY MASS ATTENDANCE CONTINUES TO DECLINE 


¢ Prior to the COVID-1 9 pandemic, Archdiocese of St. Louis - October Mass Attendance 
Mass attendance was declining 
between 0.5% to 1% per year. 


¢ Mass attendance hit a record low in 
October 2020 which is attributed to the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 


- While Mass attendance in October 2011 2012 2013 2014 2015 2016 2017 2018 2019 2020 2021 
2021 showed a significant increase

FEWER BAPTISMS HAVE RESULTED IN 
FEWER CHILDREN IN CATHOLIC SCHOOLS AND PSR 


Though we educate a higher 
percentage of children in our Catholic 
schools than nearly any other diocese 


(37%), enrollment continues to decline. 


During the last decade, PSR 
enrollment has declined faster than 
day school enrollment. 


Our current model of Catholic 
elementary schools cannot continue. 
¢ Only 40-50% of our elementary school 


children live in the boundaries of their 
parish school. 


¢ The cost to educate our students 
continues to outpace tuition increases. 


¢ Parish investment in our schools 
continues to absorb an increasing 
percentage of parish funds available to 
support other parish ministries.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests’ retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


¢ The planning area is in the Counties of St. Charles, Franklin and Warren with a 
small portion to the east in St. Louis County and Jefferson County. The geography 
of this area is defined by Interstate 44, Highway 50 and Routes 94, 47, 100 and 
185. 


¢ Located in Washington deanery. There are 15 territorial parishes, 1 mission and 8 
elementary schools. Currently there are 14 diocesan priests assigned to this group. 


¢ There is a cluster of parishes around Route 47 that are within 5 miles of each other 
and two of the larger parishes are within 1.5 miles. Though the three parishes 
north of the river are five miles from each other, inclement whether makes 
travelling in this area difficult and the bridge into Franklin County has been known 
to be impassible with flooding or ice. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS AGING BUT HAS A HIGHER THAN 
AVERAGE CATHOLIC POPULATION 


Total population in the planning area in the 2020 census was up 5% from 2010. 


The population 55 or older increased from 21% in 2000 to 32% in 2020. 


24% of the population is registered Catholic, which is higher than the Diocesan 
average of 18%. 


Median household income in the area is $62,672, which is above the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

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OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS INCREASING 


The eight elementary schools in this planning area enrolled 1,290 children in 2021, 
up 2% from 5 years before. All but two have under 200 students. 


Most schools draw heavily from outside their parish boundaries. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes in 
the planning area is 1,149. 


There are 430 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 28% from 5 years earlier.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ St. James parish history connects to the St. Patrick 
mission in Armagh. Historic St. Patrick was 
established in 1843 and for years was the primary 
parish serving this area of Franklin and Jefferson 
Counties. In 1911, St. James was established as a 
mission of St. Patrick parish and this relationship 
continued until 1924 when the roads to St. Patrick 
were so difficult that St. James became the parish 
and St. Patrick the mission. Today St. James is 
responsible for the St. Patrick mission (aka The Old 
Rock Church) which only celebrates 3 masses a 
year: St. Patrick’s day, Memorial Day, and Picnic 
Day in August. The small parish of St. James is in 
a rural area half of which is in Franklin county and 
half in Jefferson County. The parish has 100 
households and never operated a school. 


The parish church built in 1913 seats 150 and the 
parish operates its own cemetery.

ABOUT OUR PARISH 


¢ Growth in the area has slowed during the past decade. However, most 
Catholics in the area do not belong to St. James parish. 


¢ Parish membership has been stable if not growing slightly. Baptisms and 
children in religious formation have been stable. 


¢ Offertory has been fairly stable and the parish has been building a very 
small reserve. 


OUR PARISH AREA HAS SEEN VERY SLOW GROWTH 
IN THE LAST DECADE 


¢ After growing somewhat in the previous two decades, growth in 
the St. James area was very slow since 2010. 


* Median household income is $57,900 which is just below the 
archdiocesan average of $60,700. 


¢ 11% of the resident population is Catholic which is below the 
archdiocesan average of 18%.

This means that many more Catholic 
households leave the boundaries to affiliate 
elsewhere than come into the parish from 
outside the boundaries. 


With only 22% of Catholic households in the 
boundaries being members of St. James 
parish, this is one of the lowest percentages in 
the diocese. 


More Catholic households in St. James 
boundaries are members of St. Bridget parish 
(62) and almost as many are members of Most 
Sacred Heart parish (44) than St. James parish 
(46). St. James has few parishioners on the 
Jefferson County side of the parish.
